Washington, D. C., July 26.—[Special.]— 
The cross examination of James Keeley, 
general manager and editor of THe CHICAGO 
TRIBUNE, before the senate committee of 
inquiry was completed late this afternoon 
by Elbridge Hanecy, counsel for Senator 
Lorimer. 

It was the third day of Mr. Keeley's ordeal, 
and Mr. Hanecy at the close said he desired 
the committee to authorize the recalling of 
the editor whenever it should be deemed 
advisable. | 

In his cross eXamination Mr. Hanecy again 
ook Mr. Keeley over the entire history of 
the Lorimer case and introduced besides a 
large number of matters which had no rele- 
vancy whatever to the question of whether 
Mr. Lorimer had procured his. seat by 
bribery and corruption. 

Mr. Hanecy showed by an editorial from 
Tue TRIBUNE that when the senate voted 
last March to retain Mr. Lorimer in his seat 
Tur TRIBUNE announced its determination 
to keep up the fight against Lorimer and 
what he represented. 


La Follette Had Kohlsaat Story. 

In this connection Mr. Keeley volunteered 
®formation about a visit he paid to Senator 
Le Follette in the latter part of February, 
& week or so before the senate vote was 
taken. The witness explained that about 
the middle of February he became convinced 
he possibly had made a mistake in with- 
bokiing from the senate the information he 
feceived last year from H. H. Kohisaat, and 
Phich he failed, upon advice of his counsel, 
submit to the first senate investigating 
committee last fall. 

He called Mr. La Follette’s attention to 
the editorial in the Record-Herald of Feb. 
1% last, charging that a fund of $100.000 had 
been raised for Mr. Lorimer’s election, and 
suggested to the senator that he might be 
able to obtain facts from Mr. Kohlsaat 
which would justify him in presenting them 
to the senate and urging a reinvestigation. 

Mr. Keeley understood Mr. La Follette 
communicated with Mr. Kohlsaat without 
result, and consequently did not advise the 
Senate of what he had learned. 

Chairman Dillingham and Senator Gamble 
both stated they wished they had had that in- 
formation during the last session, when it 
Would have been possible for the former 
committee to have reopened its inquiry and 
got at all the facts. 


Tells of Talking with Senators. 

_ Mr. Keeiey said he talked during the early 
Part of last winter with a number of sen- 
Stors about the Lorimer case, mentioning 
Senator Dillingham, chairman of the com- 
mittee, and Senators Borah, Beveridge, Root, 
Bristow, Cummins, and Cullom, besides the 
senator from Wisconsin. * 

To each of them he preferred the request he 
made to Mr. Dillingham—that he read the 
brief prepared by counsel for THe CHICAGO 
TRIBUNE. This was all he had said or asked. 
Mr. Dillingham nodded his head in con- 
firmation of Mr. Keeley’s statement and said: 

“In justice to Mr. Keeley, I want to state 
he has stated precisely what occurred when 
he came to my office.” ,

Wilson ag an ingrate and a 
Har in a toast offered in the presence of a 
number of officers of the New Jersey Na- 
tional guard, James R. Nugent, chairman of 
the Democratic state committee, hag been 
the target for the strongest kind of condem- 
nation all through the camp of the New Jer- 
sey guard. 

The assertion was made at a dinner last 
night and one officer at least stated today 
that it was only by exercising the greatest 
self-restraint that he has kept from attack-. 
ing Nugent on the spot 

The manner In which Nugent made the re- 
mark has led several who were present to 
go to Gov. Wilson today and assure him if 
the story got to the newspapers they were 
ready to testify to the language used by the 
state chairman. 

The governor had nothing to say about the 
matter for publication when seen tonight. 

Nugent was at a restaurant at Avon late 
last night, accompanied by Bob Delaney, 
the Atlantic City gambler, and two women. 


Drinks Insulting Toast Alone. 

Before a dining room full of people Nugent, 
without any warning, rose from his seat and 
offered the following toast; the latter part 
being given in deathlike silence: 

“TI propose a toast to the governor of New 
Jersey, the commander In chief of the militia. 
He’s an tngrate and he’s a Har. I mean 
Woodrow Wilson. I repeat, he’s an ingrate 
endaliar. DoT drink «lone?’. 

The officers present were dumfounded. 
Delaney rose with Nugen:, ow not another 
man left his seat at the moment. Delaney 
saw something was wrong. and instead of 
drinking the toast remainen standing and 
Nugent's was the only glass that touched 
lips. 

One member of Gen. Collins’ staff got up 
end left his seat, soon to be followed by three 
more of them, and a reguiar army officer 

‘ho was present. Delaney followed theman 
who first left his seat and started to say 
something to him. 


Delaney’s Remark Cut Short. 

The officer cut him short with the remark: 

“If you start anything you want to be 
sure you can finish it.’ 

Delaney returned to the dining room, re- 
joining Nugent. 

Nugent and Gov. Wilson have not been on 
friendly terms since last winter, when the 
governor jammed through legislation which 
was remarkably distasteful to the old time 
bosses in both the Republican and Demo- 
cratic parties. He has frequently taken 
occasion at public dinners since the legisia- 
ture adjourned to attack the executive's pol- 
icies. 

Delaney achieved fame seven or eight years 
ago when he went on the bail bond of two 
gamblers at Atlantic City and the two men 
jumped their ball. Delaney tried to get out 
of paying the $8,000 which he had pledged for 
the men, on the plea that he was drunk when 
he signed the bond, and did not know what 
‘he was doing. .

RIOTING PEDDLERS 
WRECK STORES AND 
CARTS; MOBPOLICE 

Hany Bluecoats Hurt in Day of 


Pitched Battles; Streets 
Strewn with Produce, 


MAN SLASHED WITH HATCHET 
} 
Woman Who Leads Attack on Patrol- 


men Arrested with Seventy- 
five Strikers. 


JUDGE GIVES DISTURBERS WARNING 


Seventy-five striking peddlers were ar- 
rested by the police yesterday in a day of 
rioting and wild diserder such as has not 
been seen in Chicago since the garment 
workers’ strike. 

Pitched battles between the police and the 
striking hbuckstere were of frequent occur- 
rence, and a half dozen of the men in unil- 
form were injured in the storms of missiles 
which met every attempt of the authorities 
to disperse rioters who assaulted peddlers 
who have not joined the “ walkout.”’ 

One “nonunion” peddler of the score who 
were assaulted wae struck in the side by a 
hatchet in the hands of an infuriated striker, 
and is lying in the county hospital in a 
critical condition. 

So frequent were the scenes of riot and 
violence and so numerous the reports of van- 
dalism directed against the property—horses 
and wagons—of the “ nonunion” pedélers, 
that Municipal Judge Sabath, before whom 
most of the defendants wil be tried, sent 
word to the strikers that every act of prop- 
erty damage would be severely punished. 


Warns the Strikers. 

Judge Sabath directed an attorney for the 
Peddlers’ association, who passed the day at 
the Maxwell street police station bailing out 
the men arrested, to carry his words to a 
peddlers’..mass meeting tn Workingmen’s 
hall, 1019 West Twelfth street. 

“This strike situation promises to be seri- 
ous,”’ Judge Sabath said, * and the frequency 
of the rioting and the assaults upon peddlers 
who are trying to sell pro@uce against the 
will of the strikers fs not going to help the 
strikers with the people of tne city. They 
can win their point of getting the anti- 
noise ordinance repealed only through the 
support of the public. The public's sympathy 
cannot be obtained by acts of vandalism and 
scenes of disorder. 

“I want it distinctly understood that men 
who are gullty of assaults and the destruc- 
tion of other people’s property will be 
punished to the fullest extent of the law in 
my court here at the Maxwell street police 
station.’’ 

A feature of the third day of the peddlers’ 
strike was the appearance for the first time 


-of a flying squadron of wreckers who sped 


from point to point behind a pair uf swift 


working peddlers, grocery wagons, and in one 
instance demolished a grocery store where 
produce was on sale. 


Store Wrecked in Riots. 

Throughout the Ghetto, where the most 
of the rioting took place, there was not a 
grocery stofe where vegetables and fruits, 
which form the staples of the peddler trade, 
were offered for sale. The grocery which 
was attacked is at Taylor and Loomis 
streets. The vandals smashed the plate 
giass windows in front and then pitched 
the produce from the store into the street. 

More than 800 policemen were held on 
reserve at the various police stations. Of 
this number 350 were on duty in the Max. 
well street division, under Inspector Lavin. 
The hardest fights between the police and 
peddlers occurred in this section. 

Two policemen, Cornelius Cullen and 
Walter Donahue, who were assaulted in Blue 
Isiand avenue by 150 rioters, were rescued 
through the efforts of a young: girl, Eva 
Unterberger, 1134 South Morgan street. She 
ran to the Maxwell street station with the 
alarm. Capt. Mahoney ard Lieut. Larkin, 
with a dozen men, ran to the rescue. The 
firing of revolvers into the air frightened 
the mceb away. | 


Revolver Battles with Police. 

Revolvers were fired in a number of the 
clashes between the strikers and the police, 
and early in the morning a peddler who 
went to the Randolph street market to 
buy porduce was the target of “ gun men.” 
The peddler at whom the shots were fired 
drove rapidly away without being identified 
by the police. 

Most of the arrests were made for aa- 
gaubts upon “nonunion’’ hucksters and 
| grocery wagon drivers. Any Wagon which 
contained produce was a fair mark for the 
rioters, and numerous 
guards were made. , 

Inspector Lavin said in the evening that 
wholesale arrests would be made today, 
if the disorders continued. 

“We have had three patrol wagons busy 
all day answering strike riot calls,” he said, 
“and the night men are going without sleep 
to be on reserve for action In case of neces- 
sity. We are not going to allow this rioting 
to go on.”

TRICK BALLOONIST 
FALLS TO DEATH 


Chicago Man Was Entertain- 
ing Plainfield, Ill., Pienick- 
ers When He Plunges 
700 Feet Into River. 


2,000 WITNESS TRAGEDY. 


| Harry Darnell Does ‘Giant Swing’ 


After Other Thrilling Stants, 
Then Drops; Farmer Takes 
Body from Stream. 


While attempting to turn e “ giant swing ” 


from a trapeze while up in a balloon, Harry 


Darnell of Chicago fell 700 feet into the Du 
Page river, at Plainfield, Ill., yesterday 
afternoon and was instantly killed. 

Two thousand picnickers from Joliet saw 
the balloonist plunge to his death while at- 
tempting to entertain them with his dare- 
devil stunts in the air. Darnell fell into four 
feet of water in the river. His body was 
only slightly bruised, and it is believed that 
he died during his fall through space. 

Darnell was 46 years old and unmarried. 
He resided at 614 West Adams street, but 
had no relatives here. He was a favorite 
performer at picnics at Joliet and vicinity. 


Favorite with Picnie Crowd. 

Electric park, the scene of yesterday's 
fatal ascension, is nine miles northwest of 
Joliet. Darnell made two previous flights 
this month at the park, and his appearance 
there yesterday brought large crowds from 
Joifet. The picnic was given by the Mer- 
chants’ association of that city. 

The big event of the day was the balloon 
ascension. It was 6:30 o'clock when Darnell, 
clinging to a trapeze attached to the bag, 
shot upward in his flight to the clouds. 

He entertained the watchers by performing 
on the trapeze, his feats being cheered as 
he sailed away. He hung head downward. 
with one leg wrapped around the bar, and 
after reaching an altitude of 700 feet, he at- 
tempted the “ giant swing,” @ difficult feat 
to perform in the air. 

His body was straightened out almost hor- 
izontally when his hands, it is thought, 
slipped from the bar. 


Crowds Rush to River. 

“ He is falling,” shouted some one in the 
crowd. 

A panic followed. There was a genera! 
rush towards the river. Down came the 
man's body, turning over and over again as 
it fell towards the earth. Many of the spec- 
.tators turned their heads away. There was 


cry of horror went up from the crowd, 

“He is in the river. Perhaps he is not 
killed."" said some of the spectators. 

Hundreds hurried to the waters edge. The 
first to reach the scene was Albert Brunson, 
a farmer, who was at work ina figld near by. 
Without waiting for the picnickers to come 
up, he rushed into the water, found the body 
of the man already dead, and carried it to the 
land without assistance, 


Dead Before He Strikes Water. 

There was scarcely a bruise on the body. 
and !t fis believed that Darnell died curing his 
fall from the bar of the balloon. An under- 
taker was called and the body was taken 
to Plainfield. It probably will be brought to 
Chicago today for burial. 

The~accident stopped the picnic, and the 
park was soon deserted. Darnell was knowr 
to many in the crowd, having meade an 
ascension from the same park on July 4, and 
also last Sunday. 

He had made hundreds of ascensions 
throughout the middle west, and had per- 
formed the “ giant swing,” which resulted 
in his death, many times before,

In Special Message to Senate 
He Says He Ordered Con- 
troller Bay Opening, — 


REPLIES TO HIS CRITICS 


Terms Charge af Woman Writer

Brother Was Interested. : 


SAYS LAW PREVENTS ANY “GRAB” 


TAFT TAKES A STAND 
ON ALASKA SITUATION. 


“I am in full sympathy with the con- 
cern of reasonable and patriotic men that 
the valuable resources of Alaska should 
not be turned over to be exploited for the 
profit of greedy, absorbing, monopolistic 
corporations or syndicates.”

“On the other hasd, the acrimony of 
spirit and the intense malice that have 
been engendered in respect of the admin- 
istration of the government in Alaska and 
in the consideration of measures proposed 
for her relief, and the wanton reckless- 
ness and eagerness with which attempts 
have been made to besmirch the char- 
acters of high officials having to do with 
the Alaska government, and even of per- 
sons not in public life, present a condition 
that calls for condemnation and requires 
that the public be warned of the demor- 
alization that has been produced by the 
hysterical suspicions of good people and 
the unscrupulous and corrupt misrepre- 
sentations of the wicked.” 

Washington. D. C., July 26.—[Special }— 
President Taft sent a special message to the 
senate today shouldering full responsibility 
for opening for setuement and development 
12,800 acres of the Chugach national forest 


reserve in Alaska—an incident which hae 
become to be known as the ‘‘ Controller bay 
affair.’ 


In concluding he brands the now famous 


“ Dick to Dick" postscript as a * wicked 
fabrication and says that Charies P. Taft, 
whose name appeared in the alleged post- 
script, ‘‘ has no interest in Alaska, nevee 
had. and knows nothing of the circumstances 
connected with this transaction.”” Moreover, 


the president adds. his brother coes not 
even remember that he ever met Richard 
S. Ryan, representing the Controller Rall- 
way and Navigation company. - 


As for eliminating the land in question 
from the reserve, the president says that 
there is no danger of the Controlier Ratiway 


and Navigation company or any other In- 
terests monopolizing the fleld and nothing to 
show that this company is in any way con- 
nected with the Morgan-Guggenheim inter 
ests. Hence, he believes that in eliminating 
the land he has acted for the best interests 
of the nation. 


Says He Proposed Change. 

“I wish to be as specific a9 possible upos 
this point,” says the president in bis mes- 
Page, “and to say that I alone am responsi- 
ble for the enlargement of the proposed elim- 
ination from 320 acres to 12.800 acres, end 
that I proposed the change and stated my 
reasons therefore. 

“The thing which the territory of Alaska 
needs is development, and where rights and 
franchises can be properly granted to en- 
courage investment and construct @ railroad 
without confering exclusive privileges, I be- 
Weve it to be in accordance with good policy 
to grant them.” 

Accompanying the president's message are 
documents, reports, and maps bearing on 
the case, as requested from him by a senate 
resolution of June 27, last 

“T deem it wiee,”’ says the message, “to 
accompanying the submission of these docu- 
ments with a statement in narrative form of 
the action of the administration, with the 
reasons therefore.”’ 


Describes Controller Bay. 

Here follows a description of Controller 
bay and environs and a map showing the ef- 
fect of withdrawing the much mooted 12,800 
acres from the reserve. The president then 
takes up the thread of his narrative as con- 
cerns the events that precipitated the conm- 
troversy. 

He relates how Ryan, representing the Con- 
troller Rallway and Navigation company. 
applied in 1909 for the elimination of a tract 
to enable this company to sectire railroad 
terminals, etc. The application was*referred 
to the forestry bureau and then to the navy 
department, with a view that perhaps the 
navy desired to use Controller bay as a reser- 
vation. 

The forestry Interests found no objection to 
the elimination of the tract Indicated, “ op, 
indeed.” as the president writes, “to the 
elimination of 18.000 acres in the northwest 
shore of Controller bay.” 

The navy department's answer was “ nega- 
tive,” says the president, and after the mat- 
ter had been considered by the secretary of 
agriculture, by the secretary of the interior, 
and the general land office, a recommenda- 
tion was made to him that 320 acres with 
a frontage of 160 rods on taenorthwest shore 
of Controller bay be thrown open. 


Objects to Suggested Order. 

A formal order to this effect was finally 
submitted to him tm October, 1910, but when 
the matter came before the fabinet late In 
that month he found objection to tt. His 


reasons for taking thia stand ne explaizs in 


his message in part ac follows: 
“I expressed dissatisfaction with theerder 
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because {ft purported on its face to make the 
elimination for the benefit of a railroad com- 
pany of a tract of land which the company 
could not by lawful entry secure, for it was 
a tract of 820 acres in one body, when only 
140 acres could thus be acquired. In the 
second place, I preferred to make a much 
larger elimination of a tract facing the en- 
tire channel, and with sufficient room for a 
terminal railway town, 

“T was willing to do this because I found 
the restrictions In the law sufficient to pre- 
vent the possibility of any monopoly of either 
the upland or the harbor or channel by the 
Gontroller Railway end Navigation company 
er any other persons or company. 


Directed Larger Elimination. 

“Because of a iack of time sufficient to 
@raft a memorandum myself, I requested the 
eecretary of the interior, who, with the sec- 
retary of agriculture, after full disctission, 
bad agreed in my conclusion, to prepare a 
letter setting forth the reasons for making 
the large elimination, so that it might be- 
come a part of the record. 

“TY wish to be as specific as possible upon 
thie point, and to say that I alone am respon- 
gible for the enlargement of the proposed 
elimination from 320 acres to 12,800 acres, 
and that I proposed the change and stated 
my reasons therefor, and while both secre- 
taries cordially concurred in it, the sugges- 
tion was mine.” : 

The president says he had every assurance 

at the time that the Controller Reilway and 

Navigation company was an independent en- 
terprise working In all good faith, and that 
no evidence to the contrary has since been 
brought to his attention. 


Law Prevented Monopoly. 

“ Of course, it was possible,” he continues, 
“that the owners of the Copper River railway 
company (Messrs. Morgan and Guggenheim) 
might attempt to buy this railroad when and 


- fit were built. It was possible that Mr. Ryan 


was acting for the interests of the Copper 
River railroad, although I did not believe it, 
but whether this was true or not it was clear 
that the order of elimination by reason of the 
réstrictions of the act congress would not 
permit the owners of either railroad to shut 
out any other capitalists.”’ 

Moreover, he states, “ ample ian4 for right 
ef way, harbor frontage, and terminals 
must always remain available under the jaw 
for government use, or if it is preferred to 
take over to the government a railway built 
by private enterprise, condemnation is easy.” 

“YT am as strongly convinced ar any one 
ef the necessity for the conservation of our 
national resources,” says the president, ‘‘and 
@s much opposed ag any one to their monopo- 
lization by large corporations, but my con- 
victions on this point did no* deter me from 
taking the step which I hoped n:ight lead to 
encouraging the construction 39° a railway 
from Controller Bay vo the Bering coa) flelds. 


Thought Road’s Plan Poor Policy. 


“I thought the paring down of the amount 
ef public land to be acquired for termina!s 
by the railway company proposing to build 
the railroad was a poor policy and one pot 
calculated to secure investment or speedy 
construction.” e 

The president goes on to explain that there 
are iron bound limitations covering the meth- 
ed for securing title for government lands 
and for this reason he feels no fear of any 
interest obtaining a monopoly. Briefly, the 
restrictions are! . 

First—Not more than 160 acres can 

entered in a simgle body by scrip. y 

Second—No location of scrip along any 

mavigable river or other waters can be 

amade within eighty rods of any lands al- 
ready located along guch waters. No en- 
try can be allowed extending more than 

160 rods along the shore of any navi- 

gable water; and along such shore a space 

of at least eighty rods must be reserved 
from entry between all such claims. 

Moreover, the statute expressly provides 

that a roadway sixty feet in width, par- 

allel in the shore line as near as may be 
practicable, shall be reserved for the use 
of the pubiic as a highway. 

Third—Nothing in the act contained fs to 

be construed to authorize entries to be 

made or title to be acquired to the shore 
of any navigable waters within the dis- 
trict. 

“The whole contention that the executive 
order and the opening to settlement of the 
ehore of Controller bay grants a monopoly to 
the railway company,’ he resumes, “ rests 
on a claim that ft has given an opportunity to 
persons using scrip to appropriate the con- 
trol of the only available and practicable 
parts of the channe} by the location of the 
scrip opposite to those parts.” 

Having explained in detail) his reasons for 
opening up the land in question, ‘the presi- 
dent takes occasion te answer several in- 
cidental criticisms. 


Explains Use of Order. 

“The order has been criticised because it 
Was not in the form of a proclamation, in- © 
stead of an order,” he writes. This was de- 
termined by Mr. Graves, the forester,. he ex- 
plains, and he quotes a letter of Mr. Graves 
to the effect that when a comparatively small 
area is eliminated from a national forest the 
executive order is commonly used instead of 
a proclamation. 

As to the charge made on the floor of the 
senate that the order was secret, the presi- 
dent says, “This was utterly unfounded.” 
In support of this pe says that ten days be- 
fore the order was made the details of 
Ryan’s application and the probability of ft 
being granted were given wide publicity. 

The order has also been criticised, he says, 
en the ground that it did not contain pro- 
vision delaying its taking effect for thirty 
éaye after its publication, as orders restor- 
ing land to settlement by homesteaders fre- 
quently do. 


Answers Another Criticism. 


Ym this respect the president says: 
examination of the record furnishes an ex- 
planation of this feature of the order as 
made. When in October the two depart- 
ments had agreed with my acquiescence 
that the order should be an elimination of 
only 820 acres . it was deemed wise to 
spread on the face of the order a specific 
éeciaration that it was made to afford ter- 
minals for the Controller Rallway and Nav- 
igation company, and as no one else was ex- 
pected to intervene and take up any part of 
the eliminated tract ,the restoration wag 
made immediately. | 

“'The form thus amended was submit 
to the secretary of agriculture, who ex- 
pressed his preference for the immediate res- 
toration order. When I directed the strik- 
ing out of the reference to the railway com- 
pany and the enlargement of the area from 
820 acres to 12,800 acres, the form of the 
order in its provision for immediate restora- 
tion wae not changed. 


Only One Entry Made. 
“I have no doubt that this was the reagon 
why the order issued took the form it did. 
Had the postponement clause been suggested 
I doubtless would have directed it to be 
embodied tn the order. But the event has 
proven7that it was really not important in 
this case, for in now nearly nine months 
enly the Controller Railway and Navigation 
company has made any scrip entries on the 
eliminated tract.” 
Taking up the “ Dick to Dick ” episode, the 
president says in conclusion: 
“ Before closing I desire to allude to « 
circumstance which the terms of this reso- 
lution make apt and relevant.

Calls Postscript Wicked Fabrication. 
“The postscript is not now on the files of | 
the department. if it were it would be my 
duty to transmit it under this resolution. 
I do not transmit it, not only for the reason 
that it is not now on the files of the depart- 
ment, but for the reason that it never was 
on the files of the department, at least as 
an authentic document. Who is really re- 
sponsible for its wicked fabrication, ifit ever 
existed, or for the viciously false statement 
made as to its authenticity, is immaterial 
for the purposes of this communication. . 
“The purport of the postscript is, and the 
intention of the fabricator was, to make 
Mr. Richard 8. Ryan testify through its 
words to the public that. although I was at 
first opposed, in the public interest, to 
granting the elimination which he request- 
ed, nevertheless, through the undue influ- 
ence of my brother, Mr. Charles P. Taft, and 
the disclosure of the real persons in interest, 
I was induced improperly, and for the pro. 
motion of their private gain, te make the 
order. 


Says Statement Is Unfounded. 

“The statement, in so far as mj brother 
is concerned—anad tnat is tne cnier leature 
of the postscript—is utterly unfounded. He 
never wrote to me nor spoke to me in ref- 
erence to Richard 8. Ryan, nor on the sub- 
ject of Controller bay, nor the granting 
of any privileges, nor the making of any 
orders in respect to Alaska. He has no in- 
terest im Alaska, never had, and knows noth- 
ing of the circumstances connected with this 
transaction. He does not remember that 
he ever met Hichard 8S. Ryan. He never 
heard of the Controller bay railroad until 
my cablegram of inquiry reached him, 
which, with his answer, is in the record. 

“Mr. Ballinger says in a telegram in 
anewer to my inquiry, both of which are 
in the record, that he never received such 
a postscript and that he was in Seattle on 
the date of July 18, when it was said to have 
been written. 


Cites Denial of Ryan. 

“Mr. Richard 8. Ryan, in a letter which 
he has sent me without solicitation, and 
which is in the record, says that he never 
met my brother, Mr. Charlies P. Taft, and 
that so far as he knows, Mr. Charies P 
Taft never had the alightest interest in 
Controller bay, in the Controller Railway 
and Navigation company, norinany Alaskan 
company, and he utterly denies writing or 
signing the alleged postscript 

“The utter tmprobability of his writing 

such a postscript to Mr. Ballinger at Wash- 
ington, when the latter was away for his 
vacation for two months, must impress every 
one. 
“The fact is that Mr. Ballinger never saw 
the letter of July 16, 1910, to which this 
postscript is said to have been attached. 
It wae sent to me by Mr. Carr, Secretary 
Ballinger’s private secretary, et Beverly, 
on July 14—the next dey. I read the letter 
at Beverly in August with other papers, and 
gent them to the White House. 

“Tt was placed upon the White House 
flies and remained there until Apri) 22, 1911, 
when it was, by request of Secretary Fisher, 
returned to the interior department, and 
it was after this that Miss Abbott says she 
saw the letter with the postecript attached, 


Saw No Such Postscript. 

“ Mr. Carr saw no such postscript when he 
sent the letter to me. I did not see it when 
I read it No one saw it in the executive 
office, but it remained to appear as a post- 
script when Miss Abbott saw the letter in 
April or May on the files of the interior de- 
partment. All others were denied the sight. 

“Tip person upon whose statement the 
existence of’ what has been properly charac- 
terized as an amazing postscript is besed 
is @ writer for the newspapers and mage- 


sines. She was ~_ permission by Secre- 
tary Fisher, after consultation with me te 


examine all the files in respect to the Con- 
troller bay matter—and this under the super- 
vision of Mr. Brown, then private secretary 
to the secretary of the interior. 

‘Mr. Brown, who was with her at the time 
and showed her the files, testifies that there 
was no such postscript in the papers, and that 
he never handed her and she never s@w such 
a postscript there. Similar evidence is given 
by Mr. Carr and other custodians of the 
records in the interior department.

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'| REPORT ASSAILS 


HARVESTER TRUST 


House Committee Hears It Re- 
ceives, Rebates on Pur- 
chases of Steel. 


OTHER OHARGES MADE. 


Funk. Says Inquiry Will Show 
That Claims Are Not 
Based: on Truth. 


Washington, D. C., July 26.—[Special.)]— 
Sensational charges ageingt the International 
Harvester company today were made before 
the house “' steel” investigating committee, 
It was alleged that the U..8. Steel corporation 
allowed rebates of §3 a ton to the Harvester 
company, and Chairman Stanley of the com- 
mittee declared it indicated that the giant 
steel corporation and the harvester trust 
were practically one * 

Most of the charges developed today were 
contained in a report made by Burdette 
Townsend to former Attorney General Bona- 
parte during the Roosevelt administration 
on the International company. 

Attorney General Wickersham, summoned 
before the committee, said he never had seen 


hed been an investigation. Senator Kenyon 
of Iowa eaid he had advised further investi- 
gation before anf prosecution was under- 
taken under the report, and Commissioner 
Herbert Knox Smith of the bureau of cor- 
porations, which is investigating the Inter- 
national Harvester company, also had heard 
of the report. : 


Townsend Report Complete. 

Mr. Townsend's report was exhaustive, go- 
ing into the entir@ history of the harvester 
companies involved and the organization of 
the International in 1902, the transaction be- 
ing directed and guided by J. Pierpont Mor- 
gan & Co. A feature of the Townsend report 
which the steel inquirers lay stress upon is 
the following: 

‘“‘The Imternational Harvester company 
sells to the foreign trade at a cheaper price 
than the domestic trade. It sells machines 
of all kinds for export, delivered at New 
York, at the same price for which they are 
sold to domestic purchasers f. o. b. Chicago. 
This makes a difference of from $6 to $10 per. 
machine.”’ , 

The matter was injected into the stee! in- 
quiry because the report charges that the 
steel corporation pay a rebate of $8 a ton 
to harvester companies on steel purchased 
and because the committee has information 
that there is an arrangement between the 
two giant corporations whereby the harves- 
ter companies buy exclusively from the steel 
corporation. 

Delayed for Oil Decision. 

"Do you know of any reason,” Chairman 
Stanley asked, “why this harvester com- 
pany investigation was not acted upon by 
the department of justice prior to the time 
you assumed charge of the department?” 

“I do not know,” Mr. Wickersham replied. 
“I surmise that the case was delayed pend- 
ing a decision by the supreme court in ¢he 
Standard Oil and Tobacco cases. It was not 
considered desirable to press these cases 
until a decision of the supreme court was re- 
oelyed, and in this case I think many of the 
same points were involved.” 

The steel committee left tonight for New 
York, where the investigation will be re- 
sumed tomorrow. The first witness in New 
York probably will be Richard Trimble, sec- 
retary of the United States Steel corpora- 
tion. Scores of subpeenas for witnesses have 
been issued. Further inquiry into the ab- 
sorption of the Tennesee Coa! and Iron com- 
pany dy the steel corporation will be taken 
up early and tn this the testimony of former

CHARGES DENIED BY FUNK. 

Clarence 8. Funk, general manager of the 
International Harvester company, made the 
following statement after reading the 
charger made against the company in Waeh- 
ington yesterday:

ACCUSES A CHICAGO LAWYER 


E: G. Lewis Says Leonard Good- 
win Aids Mail Order Houses. 


WITH THE P. 0. DEPARTMENT 


Publisher Alleges He Promised Im- 
munity to Others. 


Washington, D. C., July 26.—A charge was 
made before the house committee investigat- 
ing the postoffice department today that 
Leonard Goodwin, a Chicago lawyer and 
brother of Russell P. Goodwin, assistant at- 
torney general for the postoffice department, 
was exploiting mail order houses throughout 
the country, telling Shem he could arrange 
any trouble they might have through e de 
nal of mail privileges, etc. 

The charge was made by E. G. Lewis, pres- 
ident of a publishing company in St. Louis, 
recently denied second class mail privileges. 

Lewis also declared postoffice inspectors at 
St. Louls had been told to use whatever 
methods they pleased ‘‘to put Lewis out of 
business” and “to. shut Lewis up before 
the next campaign.”” Thi referred to the 
campaign of 1908. 

The witness said @ Rochester, N. Y., man 
had written to him thet Goodwin was the 
man he ought to employ to get him out of 
his trouble with the postoffice inspectors. 


Asserts Goodwin Wrote Letter. 

‘“‘This man later told me,” said Lewis, 
“that Goodwin himself wrote the letter.” 

The witness testified he employed Pinker- 
ton detectives, who went to Goodwin's office, 
representing themselves as in the patent 
medicine mail order business and in trouble 
with the postoffice officials 

An affidavit was presented, sworn to dy 
these detectives, in which they declared 
Goodwin told them he had handled thousands 
of cases iike theire and thet he could fix 
it so they would not be bothered by post- 
office inspectors. He told them, the detéct- 
ives swore, that all they would have to do 
would be to say totheinspectors: ‘* Gentle- 
men, we may have done wrong fm the past, 
but we are trying to live up to the laws,” 
and this, Goodwin said, would beall thet was 
necessary. : 

One of the detectives told Lewis, so the

Accuses Department Officials, 

Mr. Lewis accused the postoffice depart- 
ment of having gent out thousands of copies

Mr. Lewis said he had tearned that many 
persons who wrote to the department re- 
questing a copy of the Davis speech were 
sent, instead, a copy of the Burton speech. 

Further, he charged that the postoffice de- 
partment aided a New York weekly which 
was attacking the Lewis Publishing com- 
pany. Names of subscribers to the Lewis 
publications were furnished to this weekly, 
and these, the witness declared, could have 
come only through the postoffice department.

Finds Herself Tied to Bed. 

Thirty minutes later she regained her 
power of reasoning.

In response to her screams childrén play- 
ing in the street called M. E. Krause, 2020 
North Washtenaw avenue. He found the 
girl tied to the bed with twenty feet of half 
inch rope. It was wound tightly about the 
upper and lower portions of her body.

Council Committeemen Enable 
Him to Seeure Engineers. 


PICKS EXPERTS THIS WEEK. 


Relief of Loop and Through Routes 
Harrison’s First Aim. 


Action taken yesterday by the city council 
local transportation committee brings con- 
struction of passenger subways and abolish- 
ment of the elevated railroad loop oné step 
nearer. 

The committee authorized Mayor Harrison 
to appoint a commission of three engineers 
to prepare plans for a municipal subway. 
The mayor will name the engineers before 
the end of the week. 

These engineers will outline a subway sys 
tem for the relief of traffic congestion in 
downtown Chicago. The mayof expects them 
to make a report and submit plans early in 
the fall. He witl give them a number of 
suggestions before they begin work. 


Subways to Dispose of “L’” Loop. 

The mayor wants a subway system de- 
signed which will accommodate the trains of 
the elevaied raiiroads in the downtown dis- 
trict. The mayor some time ago asserted 
himself opposed to the loop. 

Mavor Harrison does not favor the con- 
struction of an ef.ensive subway system, 
reaching to all prfvts of Chicago. He wants 
a congestion relieving system built tn the 
downtown distrigt which can gradually be 
extended whenever nec *ssary. 

He will recommend that the engineers out- 
line a system which can be built from the 
city’s ever increasing traction fund. At the 
present time there is approximately $6,500,- 
0) In this fund, and about $1,500,000 is added 
to it annually, 


To Choose Engineer This Week. 

‘*] will appoint the engineers before I 
leave Chicago on Sunday for my vacation,”’ 
said the mayor. ‘I will suggest. but I will 
not dictate what sort of plans they must 
make. | want a system which will relieve 
congestion, provide through routes betwéén 
north and south sides, and accommodate the 
elevated railroad trains. 

‘I do not think all of the street car lines 
should be put underground because it would 
be an inconvenience, if a person only wanted 
to ride a short distance.”’

Mr. Keeley read a letter from White to 
Frank Hammer, Mr. Keeley’s secretary, 
dated April 8, 1911, asking for a loan of $25. 

MR. HANBECY—Did he want to show you 
the hole in the lake too?

HANECY—Is it not a fact that was 
not your purpose at all, or your intention at 
all, Mr. Keeley, but that you decided to 
publish the story only when you found the 
state’s attorney would take it before a 
grand jury for the indictment of somebody? 

MR. KEELEY—That is not a fact. 


Course Dictated by Duty. 
MR. HANECY—Did ee" not turn the 
White story over to Mr. Wayman, the state’s 


to ascertain whether he, the state’s attorney, 
would present it to the grand jury for indict- 
ment against the parties charged, or some of 
them? 

MR. KEELEY—TI did not, sir. I turned it 
over to him because [I thought it was my 
duty to turn it over to him, as the law officer 
of Cook county, for such use as he should 
make of it. 

HANECY-—Is it not a fact that you 
were waiting for the publication of that 
story until you found what the state’s attor- 
ney of Cook county would do with the story 
you had turned over to him, and gent White 
to see him in relation to?

MR. HANECY—Was Tum TRIBUN®DE for Mr. 
Wayman? 

MR. HEALY—No. 

MR. KEDLDBY—It made no recommenda- 
tion, judge. 


Neutral on State’s Attorneyship. 

MR. HANDCY—It did not oppose Mr. Way- 
man at the primaries? 

MR. KEELEY—We printed a list of rec- 
ommendations, and there was no recommen- 
dation on the state’s adtorney’s office. That 
is my recollection. 

‘MR. HANECY—No; but you did publish ar- 
ticles that did oppose John E. W. Wayman’s 
nomination at that primary? 

MR. KEDLEY—Show them to me. 

SENATOR KENYON—Suppose they did? 

MR. KBRELEY—Suppose we did? I do not 
think we did. 

SENATOR KENYON—How does that bear 
on this situation? I can see that Mr. Aus- 
trian’s connection with certain matters might

MR. HANECY—It shows this, Senator Ken-

SENATOR KENYON—Was Mr. Austrian 
your attorney before the time he became a 
member of the present firm? 

MR. KBELEY—No. He was a member of 
the firm. 


Explains Legal Connections, 

SENATOR KENYON —You differentiate as 
to Mr. Austrian. Do you not employ the 
firm? 

MR. KEELEY—tThe bills are made out by 
the firm, senator, and the checks are sent to 
the firm. In this matter I had nothing to 
do with any one other than Mr. Austrian. I 
consulted no oneelse. In other business mat- 
ters Levy Mayer and Isaac Meyer and Mr.

Children’s Benefit.

POLICE TO BE ON GUARD. 


Project. Results from ‘Plea . for 
2,670 Minors in North Side 
Italian District. 


Children in the north side Italian colony 
will play in safety in Gault court this sum- 
mer. The short but narrow and busy street 
has been changed into a children’s play- 
ground, 

Mayor Harrison yesterday ordered .the 
street closed to all but necessary traffic. No 
longer will heavy auto trucks, delivery 
wagons, and speeding automobiles run 
through the thoroughfare, idmperiling the 
lives of the hundreds of Httle children forced 


| to play in the street by necessity. 


Settlement Workers Visit Mayor. 

A committee of settlement workers and 
playground secretaries, working in behalf 
of the Italian children, called on the mayor 
yesterday noon. After their visit, the mayor 
directed Chief of Police McWeeny to station 
a@ man at each end of the street and keep it 
closed for the children. 

The street will be turned over to the chil- 
dren from 8 a. m. to 8p. m. Al! through 
traffic will be prohibited from the street. 
Only delivery wagons with goods destined 
for homes along the street will be allowed to 
pass the policemen. _— 

The street will be turn®iinto a playground 
until September 1, If the experiment proves 
a succéss, traffic will be barred until Septem- 
ber 25, when the city council convenes after 
the summer vacation. The council may then 
be asked to close the street to traffic. If 
this is done, the street will be turned Into 
a permanent playground for the children of 
the tenements. 


District Has 2,670 Minors. 

Members of the committee told Mayor Har- 
rison that 2,670 minors live in the two pre- 
cincts through which Gault court runs.: The 
majority of them are Italians, and an investi- 
gation shows that at 5:30 o'clock in the aft- 
ernoon on July 7 192 children were playing in 
one block in Gault court. 

Numerous accidents which resulted from 
the heavy traffic in the colony's only play- 
ground led to the movement to close the 
street. The death of Sammy" La Verde, 
who died under the wheels of an auto truck 
on July 7, was the last accident which stirred 
the workers for the Italians’ welfare to Bo-

URGES REMOVAL OF TAXES 
FROM HOMES OF WORKMEN. 


Dr. Pranard, French Official, Tells of 
Plan to Encourage Laborers to Own 
Their Residences, | 


Chicago offers the workingman and his 
family a better place to Uve in than New 
York or the great citfes of Europe, accord- 
ing to Dr. Charles Pranard, deputy chief of 
the bureau of assurance and socia)] welfare 
In France. : 

Dr. Pranard thinks, however, that Chicago 
ought to do more than it bas. Last night 
at the Bismarck garden he spoke before the 
Cook~County and the Illinois Building asro- 
ciation leagues om ‘‘ The Necessity of Ex- 
empting Homesteads from Taxation.” He 
explained in cetail the laws which exempt 
from taxation the cottages of French work- 
ing people for the first twelve years after 
they are built. 

“It is a device which you nee@ to adbpt 
in America,” Dr. Branard: declared. “ Ev- 
ery encouragement ought to be given to the 
workingman who wants a cottagé with a 
yard of his own. 

“I found this afternoon that under the 
guidance and with the aid of buildtng and 
loan associations many Chicago workingmen 
have built cheap and comfortable homes for 
themselves. I have not yet visited your 
slums. But from what I have heard I shall 
Fee nothing compared with what I saw in 
New York the other day, or to what I have 
long known in Europe. 

‘‘You in Chicago have the advantage of 
New York in that you are able to gpread out 
in three directions. | 

‘* Nevertheless, thousands of your people 
live in tenements. They need cottages. With 
so much room there is no reason why you 
should have tenements. You ought now to 
begin to take measures which would result 
in abolishing them from Chicago.”’ 


SCORN PLAN OF OSTEOPATHS 
FOR CURE TEST UPON 800. 


‘Regular’ Physicians Decline Chal- 
lenge on Ground Competition with 
“Trregulars’’ Would Violate Ethics. 


Osteopathy will not get a chance to make 
good its chalienge to its opponents in the 
medical world. . 

The most important of these, the Ameri- 
can Medical association, refuses to “ play.” 
Likewise the American institute of Home- 
opathy and the American Association of 
Eclectic Medicine. 

The osteopaths wanted to decide which 
method of treatment is best. The American 
Osteopathic association meeting at the 
Hote] La Salle offered to divide 800 patients 
among the four schools. , The banner was 
to go to the school having the ieast fatalities. 

‘When the osteopaths have qualified 
themselves as physicians we will consider 
the discussion of such a contest,”’ asserted 
Dr. George-F. Suker, secretary of the Chi- 
cago Medical society. ‘When 1 first read 
the challenge I thought perhaps it wag 
something that could be done. But what 
is the use? What could we gain by it? For 
us even to participate in such a thing would 
give the osteopathe an influence they do 
not dererve. — 

“All allopaths admit there is something 
in scientific massage. They use it frequently. 
Rubbing ts beneficial at times. But when 
Osteopaths claim to remove an abscess from 
the brain, set a bone, cure typhoid fever 
and pneumonia, it is carrying the thing too 
far.” | 
Dr. Arthur G. Hildreth, president of the 
osteopaths, said: ‘‘ We simply wish to make 
the test for the sake of suffering humanity 
to ‘ascertain which schoo! of medicine is best 
able to cope with disease.”

BLACK AND KILLS ITALIAN 


Mysterious Band Credited with 
Forty-fifth Vietim in Chicago. 


SKULL CRUSHED WITH AX. 


Joseph Disalya Also Stabbed in Heart 
by Assassin. 


An Italian was found dead in his room 
at 1833 South Clark street yesterday morn- 
ing. His throat was cut, his skull crushed 
with an ax, and he had been stabbed 
through the heart. 

The victim, Joseph Disalva,; is the forty- 
fifth man murdered by the “ Black Hand” 
since Jan. 1, 1910. Incidentally, threats 
made by the Italian society to kill every 
member of the Disalva family are being 
Carried out. : 

The-Disalva feud began in Sicily nine years 
ago, and has been carried on for more than 
two years in Chicago. On April 26, 1910, 
Gatano Disalva, a brother of Joseph, was 
shot dead in front of his house at 1108 Gault 
court. 


Man Arrested for Murder. 

That crime*was committed at 10 o'clock in 
the evening and less than five minutes later 
Pietro Montalbano was arrested in a room 
in the same building. According to George 
Gelardo, a 18 year old boy, Montalbano had 
run into the room directly after the report of 
the shotgun. Montalbano was a suspected 
agent of the Mafia. 

He was tried on the charge of murder, but 
was acquitted. A short time after the ac- 
quittal of Montalbano, Joseph Disalva, the 
latest victim, fired upon him with a revolver, 
but missed. Disalva was arrested and con- 
victed of assault with intent to kill. He paid 
a fine of $75 and served three months in the 
/bridewell. 

- At the time of bis arrest Disalva said that 
his family had been marked for death by the 
Mafia. He said he knew Montalbano was a 
member of the Mafia. 

“Tl missed Montalbano, but I get him next 

time,” the man said. 


Moves to Sonth Side. 

Montalbano, who lived at 1152 Milton 
avenue, moved to the south sidé some time 
ago. Disalva did likewise. But the police 
kept a watch upon the two men. It is but 
an incident in the feud that Carmello la 
Rosa, said to be a relative of Montalbano, 
was slain on the night of June 19, and that 
Nicola Disalva, a cousin of the latest Black 
Hand victim, was arrested on the charge of 
having killed him. 

The police are now searching the.city for 
Montalbano. They are also trying hard to 
connect a suspected leader of the “ Black 
Hand" with the case on the,theory that 
he directed anoOther man than Montalbano 
to do the killing. 


Say Man Directed Murder. 

This same man, a convicted counterfeiter, 
is believed to have directed the movements 
of the men who tried to force payment of $2,- 
000 from Mrs. Frances Sottosanto, wife of 
a saloonkeeper at 2218 Wentworth avenue. 

She shot and wounded one of the alleged 
‘Black Hand” gang Tuesday night, who gave 
his name as Joseph Vitetta. He is being 
held at the Twenty-second street police sta- 
tion. 


NO CHOLERA IN NEW YORK; 
TWO SUSPECTS NOT VICTIMS. 


Reports at Quarantine Also Show Less 


Danger of Advance af Disease Into 
This Country. 


New York, July 26.—There is apparently 
no cholera in New York City proper. The 
city health authorities made announcement 
to this effect today, following bacteriologica! 


examinations of two suspects at Bellevue 


hospital. 

The test in the most suspicious case, that 
of Edgar Herrmann, ;the hospital orderly. 
was found to be negative in a second ex- 
amination, and although a third test will be 
made, the thospital authorities seemed con- 
fident tonight they had no cholera on their 
hands. 

The case of the laborer, named Louis Mach, 
which was regarded with suapicion at the 
hospital last night, turned out to be nothing 
worse than summer complaint. 

Satisfaction was reflected also at the gate 
of the city, where tWo vessels arrived from 
Itallan ports with clean bills of health. Both 
the Cunard lineMCarpathia and fhe North 
German Lloyd liner Berlin were held up for 
several hours, but not the slightest evidence 
of cholera was discovered. Two of the Ital- 
ian liners under detention last night were 
released—the Principe di Piemonte and the 
San Giorgio. 


CHOLERA APPEARS IN MEXICO. 

Mexico City, July 26.—A special dispatch 
to the Mexican Herald tonight from Merida, 
Yucatan, says cholera has made its appear- 
ance there and that two soldiers have died 
from the effects of the disease.

GOV. DIX SIGNS FIGHT BILL 


New York Boxing to Be Under 
Control of Commission. 


BOUTS TO GO TEN ROUNDS. 


Clubs Must. Deposit Bonds of $10,000 
with State; Law in Effect at Once, 


Albany, N. Y., July 26.—The bill establish- 
ing a state athletic commission to regulate 
boxing and sparring matches was signed to- 
day by Gov. Dix. 

The commission, appointed by the gov- 
ernor, will consist of three members, of 
whom two must be residents of New York 
City. Any club, corporation, or association 
conducting boxing or sparring exhiibtions 
must secure a license from the commission, 
which is to be forfeited in the event of any 
Sham or fake exhibitions being given. No 
match shall go more than ten rounds and the 
contestants shall wear gloves weighing at 
least eight ounces. 

Each club or association giving. boxing 
matches must file a bond in the sum of 


$10,000 with the state controller, and the latter is 
authorized to collect a tax of 5 per cent of the 
total gross receipts from the sale of tickets to 
such exhibition. The commission is to report 
annually to the legislature. 

The new law goes into effect immediately. .

Bad Break Puts Horse in Rear in 
Third Mile; Zombrewer Disap- 
pointment. to Talent.

Grand Rapids, Mich., July 26.—{Special.]— 
There. was dynamite in the’$10,000 race for 
2:12 trotters today, and as a result of its 
explosion the followers of Walter Cox and 
his mare, Belvasia, were blown into minute 
fragments. They made the mare favorite 
over the field in the auction pools at even 
money, and lasted the longest at this game, 
the hope of the fielders being R. T. C., which 
had won the big purse at Kalamasgoo and 


he made a disastrous break after passing the 
quarter, and this enabled Belvasia to win aft- 
er something of a fight with Lewis Forrest, 
which by his race today made his chances !n 
the M. & M. at Detroit next week look bright. 
The fourth heat, however, was easy for R. T. 
C., making him the winner of the first two 
$10,009 trots contested this year. 


R. T. C. Back in Luck. 

In the first heat Belvasia trailed the pole 
horse, Ario Leyburn, and was away fairly 
well, R. T. C. being out in the middle of the 
track. At the word Ario Leyburn shot to 
the front, closely followed by Al Stanley and 
Charlie Thomas, with Belvasia fourth and 
R. T. C. fifth.* Lulu Arion broke at the start 
and Lewis Forrest followed suit, they being 
out of thé heat for good. 

There practically was no change tn these 
positions until the heat was all but come 
pleted, the quarter being done in :32%, the 
half in 1:04%, and thet e quarters in 1:36, 
@ much slower rate than had been looked for. 

Around the upper turn Murphy ftmproved 
his position with R. T. C., and was fourth 


into the stretch. Cox had Belvasia back of Ario 
Leyburn, and as Al Stanley was on Geers’ wheel, 
{t was not possible for him to get out until Murphy 
had come on the outside with R. T. C, and carried 
Ario Leyburn to a break 100 feet from the wire. 
Then Belvasia came fast and was second by a 
length and a.half. Ario Leyburn finished on a 
break, but was given third place, the others strung 
out and Lulu Arion distanced. 


Belvasia Meets Her Match. 


The time of the heat, 2:07%, was creditable under 
the circumstances, as R. T. C, got away none too 
well, so his mile must have been about 2:06%. 
This heat effectually settled the chances of Bel- 
vasia in the minds of the bettors, and R. T. C. was 
made faverite over the fleld at $25 to $20. 

The Cox mere took the lead at once in the second 
heat, but om the turn was passed by Ario Leyburn, 
which B44 @ slight advantage past the quarter 
in :82% and the half in 1:04. Helvasia always was 
on his wheel, with R. T. C. a length back. Just 
before the three-quarters was reached in 1:86, 
Murphy stepped his horse around the others and 
half way to the wire was leading by a length from 
Relvasia, Ario Leyburn falling back beaten. 
Right at the finish Lewis Forrest came up with a 
great rush and beat the tiring Belvasia for the 

lace. 

The mile wae in 2:06%, making the last quarter

the third heat. But while Forrest trotted a good 
third mite he could not win. The ancient gray nag 
Charlie Thomas tore off when the word was given 
and at the quarter his nose showed in front with 
Forrest, Al Stanley, and R. T. C. clustered around 
him. Just then R. T. C. broke and Cox, who was 
back in the ruck with Belvasia, starrted a drive 
which brought him to the leaders at the three 
quarters pole in 1:87, the previous quarters being 
‘B2%; 1:05. 
Mare Takes Third Heat. 


In the homestretch Belvasia, trotting a storm, 
quickly passed the others and was an easy winner 
in 2:08%, having done the final quarter in :31, R. 
T. C. was last, but the confidence of his backers wey 
not shaken and he brought $50 to $27 for the field 
before the fourth heat. 

The guess was a good one, as when the ward 
was given Cox allowed Belvasia to fall back so 
that at the quarter in :82 she was fifth and hemmed 
in, Al Stanley leading, with O’ Neill second, Lewis 
forrest third. and Charlie Thomas fourth.

IN RATE APPEAL 


Shippers Question Competency 
of Official Who Helped 
Frame Decisions. 


TO SEEK SUPREME COURT? 


Chicago’ and Cincinnati Mer- 
chants Object to Decree in 
Southeastern Rate Case. 


Questions as to the competency of Martin 
A. Knapp, former chairman of the interstate 
commerce commission and now presiding 
judge of the Commerce court to ait in judg- 
ment on decisions of the commission in which 
he collaborated are likely to bée raised by the 
shippers in an appeal to the court and later 
possibly ‘to the Supreme court in connection 
with the decision in the southeastern rate 
case. 

This is the case in which the Chicago 
Association of Commerce and the Cincinnati 
Receivers and Shippers’ association have 
beenattempting for seventeen years to secure 
what they consider a reasonable reduction 
in the rates to Chattanooge and the entire 
southeastern section. 


Court Sustains Commission Ruling. 
On an appeal from a decision of the inter- 
state commerce commission by the Cincin- 
nati body the court, in a decisidn just re- 
ceived in Chicago, voted by three to two 
sustain the commission. Judge Knapp, who 
was of the majority, was also one of the 
majority of five to two that rendered the 
original decision to which shippers object. 


Both Chicago and Cincinnati have long objected 
to the rates to Chattanooga and on their com- 
plaint the commission in 1894 reduced the 76 cent 
scale of rates to 6 cents, first clase. The Su- 
preme court decided that the commission at that 
time could not enforce its orders. but the com- 
plaint was renewed after the passage of the Hep- 
burn law increasing the powers of the commis- 
sion. 


Reduces Rate to Chattanooga. 


In this case the commission enly reduced the 
rates to 70 cents. on the ground that while the 
original reduction might be reagoriable as to 
the defendant Cincinnati, New Orleans and Texas 
Pacific road, it would not be so as to the Louisville 
and Nashville, an intervenor. The decision was 
unsatisfactory to the shippere because the C.. 

: . & T. P. had shown net earnings of 44 per 
cent on its capitalization. while the L. & N., the 
longer route between Cincinnati and Chattanooga, 
was in a far less prosperous condition. 

It wae decided to appeal the question aa to 
whether rates should be fixed by the commission 
with reference to the stronger or weaker road, but 
the Commerce court, by three to two. sustained 
the commission's mode of reasoning. 

Judge Archibald in a dissenting opinion con- 
curred In by Judge Mack of Chicago held that it 
was not fair to raise rates because a later built 
line was lees prosperous for any reason than the 
original and defendant line. The shippers are 
now planning. it was learned yesterday, to petition 
the court to rule that Judge Knapp should not sit 
in judgment on his own opinions and if thie ts 
not granted & is planned to appeal to the Supreme 
court. 

Arrangements were made yesterday among the 
railroad officials for conferences to consider the 
effect of the Interstate commerce commission's 
decisions In the sweeping intermountain rate cases 
and also probably to determine the future attitude 
of the roads toward the decision. as an appeal to 
the commerce court has been talked of. 


Plan Big Chicago Terminal. 


Chicago raflroad officials are greatly interested 
In the plans of the Canadian Pacific through its 
subsidiary Soo line for strengthening its terminal 
situation in Chicago. Amnouncement has already 
been made of the incorporation of the Central 
Terminal railway to bufld freight terminals cost- 
ing several million dollars on Twelfth street, be- 
tween Canal and Clinton streets, and condemna- 
tion proceedings have already been instituted to 
aoquire the necessary land. 

It is now announced that about the time the 
freight terminals are completed the passenger ter- 
minals will also be shifted from the tracks of the 
Illinois Central, with which the Soo now has a 
contract, to the old Grand Central station now 
owned and used by the Baltimore and Ohio. This 
adjoins the site selected for the new freight struo- 
tures. @ contract by which the Soo uses the 
Illinois Central terminals has expired and now 
exists by temporary arrangement. When the 
trains are run into the Baltimore and Ohio sta. 
tion the road will be returning te its original 
Chicago home, as the Wisconsin Central, now the 
Chicago division of the Boo, formerly entered the 
Grand Central station. 


Report Express Rate Investigation. 


The first meeting of the ittee of the Na- 
tional Association of Rai d Commissioners, ap- 
pointed to make a complete investigation of the 
express rate situation, will be held during the day 

at the Chicago offices of the Illinois railroad and 
warehouse commission. It is understood that the 
plans are for an open hearing, at which any one 
having views to express or information to lay 
before the committee regarding the subject will 
be given an opportunity to be heard. C. F. Staples 
of the Minnesota railroad commission is chair 
man. 
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SEEK MEN IN $800,000 FRAUD | 


Steel Concern Offers $5,000 Re- 
ward for Two Swindlers. 


WORKED IN MANY CITIES. 


French ‘‘Count”’ Figures in Victimiz- 
ing Importers. 


New York, July 26—An offer of $5,000 re- 
ward will be sent broadcast over the coun- 
try tomorrow by the Swedish Iron and Steel 
company of New York and New Orleans for 
evidence that will convict two or more alleged 
swindlers of a fraud by which it is charged 
$500,000 already has been cleaned up and 
which is stil) flourishing. 

For seven years the swindlers—known to 
the trade as the “ two French ewindlers *— 
have been preying upon stee) importers, a 
body of men who annually bring into the 
country goods valued at $25,000,000 to such 
an extent that salesmen handling imported 
steela now report that they have difficulty 
in persuading customers that they are honest 
men representing reputable firma 


Wording of Reward Offer. 

The reward offer follows: 

Five Thousand Dollars Rewerd—For 
evidence that will convict the parties who 
have been selling steel throughout the 
country, using the name of the under- 
signed without our authority. Their meth- 
ods vary, but one is to solicit orders for 
emall quantities of samples, then dictate 
to some assistant of the purchaser an 
order on the purchaser's form for a large 
quantity and by various methods to in- 
duce the purchaser to sign without care- 
ful examination of the order. 

In the interest of mutual protection we 
ask full particulars of those who may have 
been victimized. 

SWEDISH 1RON AND STEEL COMPANY. 

The victims chosen have been always of 
first financial rating. They include business 
concerns of all kinds in New England, Cin- 
cinnati, Cleveland, Columbus, Indfanapolis, 
Brooklyn, New York, Buffalo, Lansing, De- 
troit, and Grand Rapids. In essence the 
swindle was this: 

The ‘“‘ two Frenchmen,” representing them-

The order would be turned over 
to supposedly innocent jobbers, who would 
deliver an inferior quality of steel, worth 
perhaps 3 cents a pound, and collect from 
89 to 90 cents a pound.

Senate Adopts Resolution for 
Inquiry Into Needed - 
Amendments. 


BORAH THINKS IT LAME. 


Cites Failures to Suppress Trusts 
During Entire Existence 
of Measure. 


Washington, D. C., July 26.—Following an 
attack by Senator Borah of Idaho upon the 
enforcement of the Sherman anti-trust law, 
the senate today adopted a resolution offered 
by Senator Clapp of Minnesota, calling for 
an investigation into the operation of ‘the 
law, to determine what changes or amend- 
ments are necessary to make it an adequate 
protection against unlawful monopolies and 
trusts. 

Mr. Borah’s arraignment of the statute was 
inspired by Senator Pomerene, who called 
up his resolution demanding criminal prose- 
cution of the officers of the Standard Oil 
and American Tobacco companies under the 
recent decision of the Supreme court. 

‘Every one knows that the last twenty 
years have been years in which the most 
remarkable progress has been made by these 
combinations,"’ said Senator Borah, “ and 
not an embarrassment has been placed upon 
them, so far as their ultimate success was 
concerned, although this simple, efficient, and 
drastic law has been upon the statute books 
al) that time.”’ 

Cites the Steel Corporation. 

Without specifically mentioning the Uni- 
ted States Steel corporation Senator Borah 
said: 

‘‘Every one will remember when one of 
the greatest combinations that we know to 
exist advertised in the newspapers for weeks 
and months ahead that it was going to be 
formed. The details to a remarkable degree 
were given. It was known before the cor- 
poration charter was filed and the combines 
made that this powerful combination, with 
$700,000,000 of watered stock, supported by. 
the most marvelous banking combine in the 
world, was going into existence while this 
law existed, giving the government the power 
to restrain its formation. 

Calls Law Dead Letter. 

“ Notwithstanding that this information 
wae at nand and the remedy known and pro- 
vided for, the means which were provided 
for under the law of enjoining its formation 
were not invoked, and the statute was per- 
mitted to remain a dead letter during the time 
of the formation of thie corporation, which 
has now apparently passed beyond the con- 
trol of the government of the United States. 

“A corporation, or those promoting it, no- 
tifles the people in defiance of the law that 
it would be formed, and as to how it would be 
formed; the extent of its power, and then 
proceeds In the face of the statute, and to- 
day exercises a most marvelous power in the 
financial world, in the political world, and in 
the industrial worid, and. if I mistake not, 
places the stamp of approval or disapproval 
upon many an act of legislation in the con- 
gress of the United States.”” ~

“Easy lessons in household economics "— 
a hundred a day—prevail among the personal 
property hearings of the board of review. 

* Can one live decently on $12 a week, sup- 
porting a wife and three children?” 

Certainly—if the dozens of admisstons of 
men and women of Chicago are to be be- 
Heved. 

The men looked well fed and content, most 
of the wives wore neat and becoming gowns, 
the children were tidy and happy. Moreover, 
they were not incensed et the summons to 
appear before the board, but were in good 
humor at the county’s suspicion thet they 
own property. Pride was indicated by their 
spick and span appearance, but there was 
none of the hesitancy, shown by more fortu- 
mate folks, in telling of salaries and home 
possessions. 


Thought Mistake Was Made. 

“No, I didn’t file a schedule,” testified a 
man living in Southport avenue, a $12 a 
week clerk and father of twochildren. “I 
thought they made a mistake when they left | 
the statement at my house. We haven't 
anything but a lot of rickety old furniture.” 

“No assessment,” decided Roy O. West, 
reviewer, in a hurry. 

One woman, who wore a dainty green sum- 
mer dress, was questioned. 

“ Mercy, no; we havn't any property,’ she 
smiled. “I guess all we have in the world 
isn't worth more than $50. My husband 
doesn't make quite $16 a week, and to pay the 
rent of $22 and the grocery bill and the 
butcher and the gas bill and the doctor and 
buy a few clothes—I tell you, it keeps us 
hustling.” 

* Well, I sincerely hope that next year yfu 
will be so prosperous that you will have lots 
of taxes to pay,’’ Thomas J. Webb said. 

** You will find us very willing to pay taxes 
if we get some property,” said the woman. 


Appetites Held to Be Tax. 

Thomas P. Kennon, a policeman, toM Mr. 
West that the assessor's valuation against 
him of-$600 was unjust, as all he owns in 
the world is a wife and six children. 

*“*And I don’t think I ought to be assessed 
on the kiddies,”’ he said. ‘“‘If you leave me 
alone I'll have a baseball nine in the course 
of time.” 

“Six robust appetites are tax enough,” 
Mr. West held. “ There will be no assess- 
ment.”’ 

H. T. Speisberger; 4816 Forrestville ave- 
nue, told the board he was a credit man for 
a large clothing concern and that his in- 
come was less than $5,000 a year. He pro- 
tested against a valuation of §900 against his 
household goods. 

“At your income you must save quite a 
bit of money,’’ Mr. West intimated. 

“ Not a cent,”’ was the reply. ‘‘I epend it 
all in living." 

“ Have you an automcbdile? ” 

“No, I can’t save up for an automobile 
because taxi rates are so high.” 

** What is your expert opinion, asa credit 
man, of an automobile? Is it an asset or a 
Mability? ” 

“We mark it down as very much of a lia- 
bility,”” Speisberger answered. 

His Valuation Was reduced to $400. 


Awakening for Newlyweds. |

board was a woman Who lives in Flournoy 
street. 

“This is our first experience in this tax 
business,’’ she said, emphasizing ‘“‘ our.” ‘““‘We 
haven't hardly anything yet. We're buying 
everything on the installment plan.

But we have to pay $21 a month rent.” 

Mr. West did not require a tax. 

Another to be excused was a bDilier, resid- 
ing in Lexington avenue, whose wife said 
that her husband’s wages were $14 a week; 
that they owned only a few chairs and two 
tables, a bed, and a wedding ring 

Grossfeld & Roe company, wholesale gro- 
cers, who submitted a valuation in a sworn 
staiement of $10,000, were raised to $50,000 
by Mr. West, who also is in the wholesale 
grocery business and knows.
